defeat at this time' a larger coinage and a 
much needed addition to the bulk of our 
circulating medium, the opportunity will 
be lost or deferred for years. The financial, 
system of our country will be turned over 
to the gold gamblers of Wnil-street, panics 
.will result, agriculture will be oppressed, 
manufactories languish and the people be 
enslaved.. Let not Nevada contribute to 
such a dismiftl result.

"In 1837," he continued, "I drifted down to

trade, and I shipped with him. He wanted 
only choice moo and he got 'em. He paid 
every one the heat wages for able seamen, and 
besides that arranged that each one who 
stayed with him five years should get $200,000 
from his estate when he died. 


"Old Meacham died three years after he 


hired his crew, and only two fellows stayed 
in his service till the five years were up. 
They had got good pay for their work, and- 
got good offers to ship again, and they left 
and went. I stayed the five years, and got 
the $200,000 he left mo in his will. I went 
into business for .-myself then—built a boat 
for $100,000 arid carried passengers to' Prance 
and England. I wouldn't carry a ton of 
freight for no money, and my pacjcet was the 
finest thing that ever floated out of New Or- 
leans. Passengers had to pay for it, though, 
and I made a heap of. money. In 1844 I built 
the first ironclad boat that was ever put up 
in Boston. It was before the day of metal 
bottoms, bus I spent $47,000 in iron plates 
half an inch thick on that boat. She run all 
right, but she run into an iceberg in a fog 
bank off Newfoundland in 1846, and was 
sunk with crew, passengers and cargo.

"Tbe Statehood of Nevada" as DlsenMe 


by Him on the Fourth. 


The Vir(jini»_Chronicle thus epitomizi 


the oration or address of F. G. Newlandi 
at Virginia on the itb: Fran BIS G. Ne< 
lands, & member of the National Silrc • 
Committee, delivered the oration. Ihstea 
of indulging in magnificent 'flights of ore: 
tory, »a. is usually done on occasions 
this kind, his remarks were devoted to 
discussion of the causes that have produce* 
the depression and stagnation ia bnsinesa 
in this State. His subject was tbe "State- 
hood of Nevada." 
Ho claimed that He- 


vada was called into 'existence daring the 
war in order to increase the number of 
loyal jStates and that ia gratitude she 
turned $600.000;000 into the lap of tbe Na- 
tion, and that the Nation rewarded her by 
demonetizing silver, thus striking down 
her greatest industry. Tha Naiion, he 
said, aimed at her a fatal blow and then de- 
rided her when prostrate. , 


He gave the history of legislation and 


the National Silver Opmmittee's work. 
The Senate, he said, was responsive to (he 
will of the people, two-thirds being for 
free coinage and only seven for tmlliou re- 
demption. The House ia heid in bondage 
by a new triumvirate consisting of Reed, 
Cannon and MoKi&ley, who would be held 
responsible before the donutry if silver leg- 
iaiation failed. As to tbe Conference Com- 
mittee, its orgunizatien is Bach as to pre- 
clude tho idea of favorable action except 
nnder tha pressure of necessity. Vice 
President Morton has relurnei to Washing- 
toa in order to control the appointment of 
the Senate members of tbe Conference, 
and had placed Sherman at: its bead—the 
man, who for years prior to 1873 bad urged 
the single gold standard and who was re- 
sponsible for the demonetization of silver 
io 1873. In the House Beed had appointee 
Conger and Walker, both of. whom favor 
reducing silver to a commodity by bullion 
redemption. 


Walker is a banker who favors money 


contraction, and having accumulated a large 
fortune, recently declared in debate, "The 
more-money the more misery." Such was 
the effort of tbe gold men to absorb action 
on silver. He urged the Miners' Unions 
of the silver States and Territories to unit 
with labor organizations to attend Niitioca 
Labor Conventions and voice their wror.ga 
He declared that if satisfactory silver Icgis 
lation was beaten 
by tactics, anothe 


National Silver Convention would be called 
it which a personal canvass would be con 
ducted without regard to party nguins 
every man who voted la reduce silver to c 
commodity, 
and that they would b 


brought facs to face with the farmers, th 
toilers and the producers at the polls. 


He said that the great wealth yielded by 


Nevada instead of being dev.oted to he 
advancement, went to build up San Fran 
Cisco, for the construction of railroads in 
me-Atlanlic, and' stately: buildings in Ne 
York. There is no monument of all this ia 
Nevada, save the Virginia & Truckee rail 
road and the attenuated Carson & Colo 
rado road, without beginning or end. 


He asserted that one of the causes of the 


poor condition o! Nevada is the indisposi 
tion of the men who have made fortunes in 
this State to build and develop her—unlike 
ilia citizens of Colorado, Montana, Utah 
and Wyoming, who founded and enriched 
snob cities as Denver, Salt Lake, Helena 
and Cheyenne.

ous development, all efforts having hereto- 
fore been directed to the development of 
tne mining interest alone instead of being 
supplemented by agriculture, trade etc., 
which \renld go to made up a prosperous 
commonwealth.

He declared 
hat these conditions were the result, not 
of railroad, hostility, bat the inertia of 
men far distant and absorbed in affairs 
He advised, not a vicious agitation, but- 
he use of reason and persuasion which 
ronld eulighted the railroad off! cials as to 
the reciprocal-interests of the road and of 
he State. 


Mr. Newlands was free to confess that 
e and his associates bad been equally 


negligent in the administration of the 
Carson & Colorado road, but they were 
willing to pursue a wiser policy if the co- 
operation of the transcontinental road 
could be secured.
